The preable refers to the

form of the constitutionalists as set 
forth in the pan 
of 
Guadeloupe, 


a'dopted in 1913, before the down- 
fall of General Huerta, and elabor- 
ated at Vera Cruz in 1914, it shows 
clearly that the 
program of 
the 


Constitutionalists 
provides 
that 


when their cause was triumphant 
and municipal elections had taken 
place the first chief should call for 
the election of a congress, 
give an 


account of his administration and 
have his action ratified or modified 
by the congress. 
He was then to 


call a presidential elecion and turn 
over the executive 
power to 
the 


legally elected president. The first 
chief always intended to carry out 
the program, according to the de- 
cree, and to that end adopted vari- 
ous measures to provide government 
of and for the people, to 
improve 


the economic situation of the work- 
ing classes and to insure a correct 
application of republican principles 
as embodied in the constitution. It 
has been found, however, that some 
of these reforms affected the func- 
tions of the government as limited 
by the constitution. 


These reforms 
were 
necessary, 


General Carranza points out, • be- 
cause there existed the danger that 
if the functions of government were 
limited strictly in accordance with 
the constitution of 1857, the admin- 
istration of public affairs would not 
meet the necessities %f the time and 
there would be a return to tyranny 
through the absorption of powers by

1914. 


Prince Frederick William is the

princes have been killed during 
the war — two of Saxe-Meinin- 
gen, three of Lippe, one of 
Reuss and one of Waldeck.

been w<jn by the Serbians. French 
and British. 
The official statement 


indicates that the most serious de- 
feat was administered by the Serb- 
ians who drove the Bulgarians back 
12 miles after several days fighting 
west of Lake 
Ostrovo, capturing 


many prisoners and 25 cannon. The 
French and British drove at the Bul- 
garian center on both sides of the 
Varadar, the French taking positions 
a mile long and half a mile deep 
east of the river and the British car- 
rying important positions west of the 
stream.

We have been called upon by dit- 


ferent classes for small emergency 
loans. While many of these are un 
worthy, others deserve this sort of 
aid. 


As an example, we have made a 


small loan to enable a family 
to 


make needed repairs on their house 
with gratifying results in the home 
conditions. 


Another- type of case is the la- 


borer m a time of sickness, or of 
moving, where a small loan would 
be a great accommodation. 


We have not favored a new loan 


agency, but have 
hoped that we 


might work out a system of such re- 
lief through the banking committet 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 


In addition to the Christmas fund, 


we have received 
from 
different 


sources funds to administer in cases 
of sicEfness, accident, and death. We 
have in every case deposited these 
funds with our treasurer, adminis- 
tered them by orders on grocers and 
others where supplies were needed, 
and have saved some merchants un- 
profitable charge accounts. 


We have found it necessary in 


some cases to secure legal advice, 
both for our own guidance and for 
the protection of the 
unfortunate. 


Such service has 
been 
cheerfully 


given, and we are organizing a regu- 
lar department of legal aid. 


The meaning of this change in the 


report is deeply significant.

facts are, in part, these:

Eight-Hour Law Explained. 


(New 
York World.) 


By the terms of the Adamson bill, 


the United States government as- 
sumes control over railroad wages as 
well as over railroad rates. 


Neither the unions nor the rail- 


roads seem to realize as yet that as a 
result ot their eight-hour controversy 
government regulation of interstate 
commerce carriers has entered into a. 
new phase. 


Both the union leaders and the 


railroad presidents assume that the 
Adamson bill arbitrarily establishes 
an eight-hour day for train crews. It 
does not. 
It establishes an experi- 


mental eight-hour day to enable Con- 
gress to obtain information upon 
which to take definite action. 


By the terms of the act an eight- 


hour day is to go into effect Jan. 1. 
The president is to appoint a com- 
mission to study the practical work- 
ing of the eight-hour day. 
The ac- 


tivities of the commission are to cov- 
er a period of not less than six 
months or more than nine months. 
The eight-hour day is extended for 
30 days after the report of the com- 
mission, the whole question having 
again become subject to the will and 
authority of Congress.

not to say important, to note that 
just as soon as they had got well 
on their way toward Sinai, the Lord 
tested them on their fidelity to His 
law.

Note that the one command- 
ment on which He tested them was 
the Sabbath or fourth commandment. 
This was two months before the law 
was spoken on 
Sinai 
and 
hence 


proves that God's law was known as 
a law before it was spoken and writ- 
ten on Cinai. 


'-Some people call 
the 
seventh 


day the 'old Jewish Sabbath.' This 
is a mistake, denoting scriptural ig- 
norance. The institution should not 
be- tins lightly spoken of.. The fact 
is that the Sabbath was made 2oOO 
years before there ever lued a Jew- 
in Isaiah 
-"">S:13 the Lord sajs we 


are to "call the Sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the 
Lord, 
honorable.' 


God was the first Sabbath keeper. 


"Some contend that Christians are 


not to keep 'the old Jewish Sabbath', 
lnit 'the Lord's day." The expression 
'Lord's clay.' appears only once in the 
Dible. 
It is found 
in 
Revelation 


1:10. But it does not in any sense 
say there what day of the week is 
the Lord's day. 
Therefore 
other 


criptures must be consulted to learn 
vhat day of the week the 
Lord 


laiins as his day. In Exodus 20 :S- 
1 it says, 'the seventh day is the 
jaboath of the Lord thy God.' 
In 


saiah oS:13 he c'ils 
the 
Sabbath 


Mv holy day.' 
And finally in Mark
